It, lias lately Ijncn discovcrrd that 
whiskey can be made from sawtlust, 
and while we were yet calculalting on 
the good times wlicu one can ''set 'cm 
up" without stint or limit, and as to 
what likely to bo the increase in the 
snako pvoduct, if .science keeps on in 
this fashion, along comes .mother scient- 
ist, and informs u.s that we may also 
have bread from wood. We dip the 
following from a recent edition of 
Good Health: ''It is ^vtll known to 
the botanist that nmny jilant.s besidos 
those ccinnionlv used for food have 
lUiti'iiivt' elements. Nearly all jilant.s 
contain starch. The bark.s of several 
aspens and pine trees contain so much 
of this isubstance that it can bo extract- 
ed'from them as from potatoes by tritur 
ation with water. It exists also in the 
roots and other parts of perennial 
plant's to .such nn extent as to have been 
employed in the pre])aration of bread 
ill families. In illustrationa of this wo 
quote the following directions, given by 
Prof. AutliriTioth, for preparing a 
palatable and nutritous bread from the 
lii'ech and other woods destitute of 
turpentine: ' Everything soluble in 
witter is liist ieino\pd by fre(|uoiit 
inuifi iitioii !ukI boiling; llic wood is 
tlum lo be reduced to minute state of 
division, not merely into fine fibre, but 
actually powder, and after being 
repeatedly subjected to heat in an oven 
is ground in the usual manner of corn. 
Wood thus prepared, according to tho. 
author, accpiires the smell iind taste of 
corn ilour. It is, however, never quite 
white. It agrees with corn Hour in not 
fermenting .without the addition of 
loiven^aiid'in this case some le'&vt^n of 
corn flour i,s found to answer best. 
With this it makes a perfectly uniform 
and spongy bread; and when it i.s 
thoroughly baked and has mueh crust, 
it has a much better taste of bread than 
what in time '>i scarcity is prepared 
from-, the bran ami husks of corn. 
Wood flour, also, boiled in water, forni.s 
a thick, tough, trenililiiiLT jrlly, which .is 
verv nutritious. '

'I'lie gnivn constitutional points rai.s- 
e<l in the Tiirasher case have been de- 
cided adversely to tlm riglit of the lo- 
cal legislature to jmsa Acts 
controlling tlie UL-tion of the Su- 
jironie Court or of the governmunt 
to frame ruloa of iiroccihire.

ures,whoistoblamc '( Every onowill feel 
sorry to hear that the iVttorney (ivn- 
eral absented himself from the court 
yesterday. He should have embraced 
the opportunity of supplying a defici- 
ency. He would have gained a know- 
ledge of constitutional law whicii might 
liuvo scrvini him well during the ap- 
proacliiiig session. The decision:! are 
of so much importance that wo shall 
not attempt a review of them until to- 
morrow. 

Tho OMnoso Qaostion. 

To TUK Editou. — It must Ivo evid- 
ent to everyone that the matter involv- 
ed in this question arising from the 
pouring in of hordo.s of Chinese with- 
out let or hindrance, notwithstanding 
nil the discussion that has taken place 
ujion the subject, .still remains an un- 
solved problem; that is to say whether 
ri Htrictions should be placed upon such 
immigration or whether the fullest 
freedom should be allowed. This sub- 
ject at the present time assumes a 
new and more important character, ow- 
ing to the contemplated action of in- 
llupntial parties in the United States 
aiming at the pi-oliibition of future 
(Jhineso immigration. One can see at 
a glance if the door is thus to bo shut 
in' the future against such immigration 
in America, while recent information 
hIiow.'i similar action is going on in 
Australia, that our province, if no 
measures be taken to limit oi' prohibit 
the coming of these people to our 
shores, will become their favorite camp- 
ing'ground. Wo Bhall bo overwhelmed 
with their numbers, and this interest- 
ing province will be pauperized hy the 
introduction of Ohine.so instead of the 
reproductive benefits of white labor. 
There cannot bo a doubt that this is a 
question that will yet have to he dealt 
with by this province. It may be de- 
ferred — it may bo evaded: but there is 
still the inevitable John before us, and 
we shall have to face the music, for the 
eontinued coming of these peoplo with- 
out restriction will be found incom- 
patible with the happiness and pros- 
perity of this community. In face of 
the movement goins: on in America 
and the immense addition of China 
men to our population, on the eve of 
taking place for railway operations, this 
question a.ssumcs more imjiortant fea- 
tures than at any previous period. 
Amongst other matters we can by no 
means be assured that if our province 
be inundated with hordes of these peo- 
ple present immunity from robbery and 
violence will be enjoyed. It is all very 
well for "Chinese Residents" to come 
Ijcfore the public in an advcrtiRemciit 
and show how few of their people have 
been guilty of breaches of the lav,-; but 
altered circumstances may tell a very 
different tale. The "Chinese Residents" 
who so proudly pointed to the absence 
of conviction of tiieir people would do 
well to remember that the mainten- 
ance of law and ordorprevailing in this 
province costs niouoy and that in re- 
turn for the protection given by the 
government for life and property they 
should be found cheerful contributors. 
But have they as a people been found 
thus willing to contribute by payment 
of either school or road tax ? Can they 
point with any satisfaction to the riot- 
ous conduct of their people at Yale and 
their disposition to avoid payment of 
the small sum of §^3 provincial ta.x with 
necessity of coercion from the police to 
enforce aubmission ? Verily the Chin- 
ese question is yet pregnant with con- 
sequences that will have to be dealt 
with,- Cal'Casiav. 

Tho TJnltod Kingdom, 

To THE Editor: — The grand old hvs- 
toma that held sway in the United 
Kingdom for a thousand years are des- 
lined to disappear immediately. The 
Btcaoi engine will equalize the value of 
land all over the earth's surface. The 
value of an acre in England can bo 
estimated l)y the cost of transporting 
the produce of an acre from Winnipeg 
to London. The landlords and tho 
aristocracy arc doomed; not liy the 
[leoplc, but by the inventive genius of 
man. The aristocracy of the United 
Kingdom have been for seven hundred 
j-ears the directors of the nation's 
policy and the nation's power. And 
the result is — the Empire. It i-epre- 
sents what men call power and glory. 
A philosopher might say it represents 
plunder. But there it is, and look it 
as you will it represents the genius of 
the aristocracy and tho valor of the 
Isle's men. It is a vast i)icturc to con- 
template. Hundreds of millioiiH of 
people ruled by a handful of men, and 
every nationality annexed or conquered 
more prosperous than thny were before 
the invader forced his rule u[ion thorn. 
The empire is a vast monument erected 
by the genius of the aristocracy and 
the valor of the i)oo])l<', ansl it is deco- 
rated by the justice that shines all over 
the United Kingdom. Justice is never 
sullied by (ho conduct of a judge. It 



is more like the picture of justice 
painted by the philosopher than any 
other justice on earth. In any court 
of the United Kingdom tho rich and 
poor are on terms of equality and gold 
is powerles.s. It is possible to bribe a 
jury, but the judges are above sus- 
picion. That empire and this justice 
are the works of those persons who arc 
now on the edge of a precipice and des- 
tined to go down. In their places we 
shall see a new aristocracy. The ser- 
vants of tho people shall be their mas- 
ters. Brewers, distillers, patent medi- 
cine manufacturers and all those per- 
sons who supply tho multitude with 
necessaries and luxuries on a large 
scale shall be the ruling power. Tliey 
will be the owners of tlie nation's ac- 
cumulated oa[)ital, and, as a conse- 
quence, the representatives of power. 
The masters of tho dollars will always 
be the nui.sters of the legions. Tlio 
new aristocracy may not be inilucnced 
by pride, the love of glory, or ambi- 
tion, but by the iove of gold. And 
now comes tho qucfstion, Is pride, 
love of glory, or ambiliou in the rulers 
dangerous or useful to the pooplo ? Tho 
fear of shame is as useful as a Jail; and 
it is quite possiblo that' the man who is 
uinbitious to shine as tiie benefactor of 
his race linds his ()rido an o.xcellent 
armour and that it .saves liim from the 
disgrace dirtying his hands by dip- 
ping them into the public purse. But 
pride, ambition and the love of glory 
are quite aristocratic and they must re- 
tire. The change is inevitable, and the 
people seem to think it is necessary and 
desirable. It is quite possible they be- 
lieve they shall have no masters. But 
that belief is a delusion. The topers 
and the spendthrifts are tho majority 
of mankind and they will. always pro- 
vide masters for themselves and cIil- 
minority. The change of rulers will 
be made rapidly. As .soon as the Can- 
adian Pacific railway a-.ul its tributar- 
ies aro complete tho suiplua wealtli of 
half this continent will (ind its way to 
Europe, the United Kingdom will be 
inundated witli wheat and the payment 
of rent will bo impossible. "Without 
revenues the old aristocracy must re- 
tiro and make room for tho now. Tho 
empire will be ruled by a now class and 
it is to be hoped they will not bo like 
tho new landlords provided for Ireland 
by tho Encumbered Estates Court. The 
old nobility were proud. Their clans 
made their power and thoir glory. The 
new comers had no pride; they cared 
nothing for clans; nothing for glory; 
but they loved gold and made landlord- 
ism impossible in Ireland. If the com- 
mercial aristocracy who are lo replace 
the old . nobility imitate these gentle- 
men wo shall live to see the empire in 
ruins and tho United Kingdom des- 
troyed.

MOODTVILLK SAWMILL CO. 

The Chief Justice proceeded to deliver 
hi.i judgment in the matter of the appli- 
cution of Mr. Thio. D.avie for riglit to an 
appeal in the above suit, fuinarking at tlie 
coinmencemont tliat the judges luid ar- 
rived at an uniuiinious decision on the 
case unfavorable to recent legislation, but 
that they would deliver separate judg- 
menta, HisLordalup briefly summarized 
the facts of the ca.so, saying tliat the 
plaintiffs sued defendants tn recover §80,- 
000 damages alleged to have resulted from 
the act of tho servants of defendants in 
towing tho Amoric'in ship Thrasher on 
Iho rocks and thereby causing her total 
loss. The case was tried before him and 
n special jury and a verdict wa.s rendered 
for the defendants. Tlio caao was then 
carried to the Supremo court (jf Canada 
whicll court declined to hear it until the 
local resort had been c.Kliausted. The 
coBO woa on tho 24th of November brought 
before ^tho full court here on tho ayi- 
plication of Mr. Theo. Davio, who argued 
that recent legislation affecting the rulon 
of.procodure and the right of appeal was 
ultra vires. The court sat upon tho 19th 
of December when tho attorney-general 
appeared as Amtcus cKro; in support of the 
lo^iBlation and was asked to ijoint to any- 
thing in tho Efitish i^orth American Act 
wliich gave tho local parliament power td 
control the mode of procedure of this 
court. There was anotlicr adjourninont 
and on the 11th January Mr. 
Theo. Davie completed his argu- 
mont in support of his application. Tho 
attornoy-gonoral replied, his argument 
reviewing tiia early history of tho Court 
when this was a Crown Colony, Init pay- 
ing much less attentimi to the Britisli 
North America Act tibtn the court would 
have dosii°ed. The ,Alt<u-ney Ooueral 
had contended that the local legislature 
was completely sovereign, even to the 
power to create a Coiii t of .-Vppoal from | 
tho Sii])remu Cn'irt; that the Supreme ; 
Court w:lh a piovincial court; that the j 
three judges were provincial oflicors, and 
that thoir handb wuro ticu by tJicir own 
decisions in previous c.-ies. The Cliief 
Justice said that Dominion u'djcers were 
responsible only to tlio Dominion and not 
10 tho proviuco. hiectiou 01 B.N. A. Act 
swept the pow.qks previously held by tho 



provinces into the hands of the Dominion. 
Chief Justice Harrison and Vice Chancel- 
lor Spragge were very clear on tho point 
that a province has only specified powers. 
All power not expressly conveyed to the 
province resides ia tho Dominion. Un- 
der the B. N. A. Act the Court was rc- 
i moved from the authority of the province 
and placed under that of tho Dominion, 
i So far as regards the asserted right of the 
I local legislature to pass an Act permitting 
1 the Fulf Court to sit only onco a year and 
I to regulate the rules of procedure, the as- 
sertion was uuconatitutional. The At- 
I tornoy General had claimod omnipotent 
I power over tho judges, to say where tliey 
I should reside, etc. His argument was 
altogether erroneous. Tho decisions of 
I tho three judges had been quoted by thu 
' A ttorncy General to show that they had 
decided that tho Governor-in-Couiicil had 
power to make rules of Court, etc. ; but 
j the question had never come before either 
of the 'judges. Imperfect reports of those 
I judgments had sinco been published. He 
• would not now enquire into the motives 
, that led to that publication. Tho position 
of a judge in British Columbia was a 
helpless one. When ho saw unconstitu- 
tional legislation about to bo passed all 
' ho could do was to send iiia views to tho 
I ministry) where they were generally 
I pigeon-holed. Tho judges cannot write 
I editorials in tho newspapers, although 
two distinguished English judges did 
' once, and only once, write a letter 
to tho Timi.s, The Government of 
I tho Dominion alone grants or con- 
{ tinucs loaves of absence to tho 
judges. The learned Chief Justice here 
iiuoted from Mr. Justice Cooley on the 
, powers of statelegislatures, and continued 
i that the local .■\cts cited by Mr. Theodore 
; Davio wore reiiugnaiit to tho B. N. A. 
Al t. Even the Imperial parliament had 
not ventured to interfere with tiie court 
as this parliament had interfered. The 
local legislature had no power to logislatc 
in such matters. The gross errors and 
inconaistoncios in the local Acts were ne.xt 
referred to. By section 90 of tho B.N..\. 
Act it is provided that the judges shall be 
appointed by tho Doiniiiioii (iuvernment. 
If tho province has not tho power to ap- 
point tho judges how c;ui they bo colled 
provincial officers J The judges coikstitute 
a superior court, appointed, removed and 
paid by tho Dominion tiovurnmeiit. Sec- 
tion 129 of the B. N. A. Aci, if it stood 
alone, would dispose of tho .\ttornoy Gen- 
eral s argument, for power is given 
the provincial governmont over pro- 
vincial officers only. Recent local 
legislation showed tho wi.sdom of the 
frainers of the B. N. A. .-^ct in romuviiig 
tho courts from tho jurisdiction of the 
provincial legislature. Had one of tho 
judges taken up his residonco on Queon 
Charlotte's Island, another at Joseph's 
Prairie, a third at Cas-siar, and so on, and 
thus put it out of thoir power to liold 
a full court moro freijuently than once 
a year, suitors might reasonably have 
i petitioned tho Domiuitiu (iovorninent for 
I tlio dismissal of tho jud.fos; and, iiieti'ect, 
: the local legislature had attempted 
to bring about a state of things not dis- 
similar. The Act limiting tho mooting of 
the judges as a court of appeal to once a 
j'oar, and tho Act relating to civil 
procedure and rules lire uncon- 
stitutional and therefore, null niul void. 
Tho power of tho local legislature to fix 
judicial districts, to appoint judges and to 
maintain them there was not disputed; 
but if the contention of tho Attorney 
General as to his power over tho Supremo 
Court judges was correct, lio might as well 
claim power over tho liout ■-governor, too, 
and remove him. The inconvenience and 
danger of separating tho judges, Bonding 
them to reside whore they would not 
have tho advantage of tho advice and 
assistance of thoir colleagues, was next 
referred to. If tho powers of tho execu- 
tive were as large as was claimed the gov- 
ernment might pack the bench and ob- 
tain such verdicts as they pleased. After 
reiterating the opinion as to the invalidity 
of tho acts, the Chief Justice concluded 
hiB judgment, which had occupied nearly 
two hour.s and a quarter in delivery. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Crease then proceed- 
ed to deliver his judgment. Tho learned 
justice went fully into the considoration 
of tho ca.se, reviewing the points mised by 
the attorney general stop by stop. Ho 
denied that either he or his brother 
judges had ever given decisiona which up- 
held tho right of the local legislature or 
government to govern tho action of tho 
court in the way that recent legislation 
proposed to do. The injustice of debar- 
ring the appellants in tho Tlirashcr case 
from the right of appeal was shown. 
Ho hold that tho jiowcrs conferred by tho 
Imperial Govcrinnent upon tlie Supreme 
Court of the former colonics of B. C. and 
V. I. were still held by them, and quoted 
from his personal knowledge of tho judi- 
cial history of thu country in support of 
his views. The ellorts of tho Supreme 
Court judges to prevent the complications 
which have sinco arisen were next sketch- 
ed. It was shown that the legislature had 
scattered the judges in judicial districts, 
had cast upon them duties which they 
could not perform except in neglect 
of the duty they owed tho Do- 
minion (iovcrnmont, and tho judges 
were described as ljuing in a state of cruel 
per[)loxity. Tho present ca.so of the 
'riirashor then came up and the Supreme 
CoLii t of Canada having relegated tho cise 
to tliis court it WHS now the duty of the 
judges to examine and determine tho 
powers of the judges and those of the lo- 
cal legislature. During his wliole urgu- 
mont the attorney-general placed no stress 
on tho Ulst section of tho British North 
.America .■\ct, which in hi3(JusticeGreaae'B) 
opinion was the kcydtoiio of tho whole 
position. In accepting confederation tho 
province li.id parted with all its rights and 
hail taken other and specified rights un- 
der the British North America Act. Ho 
hold that tho Dominion is doininia. Tho 
adminstration of justice was a subject on 
which tho Dominion Governmont might bo 
hold to have vory strong opinions. While 
Dominion acts must go to her majesty for 
approval gin'onimental acta go only to the 
governor-general. Tiio attorney-general 
argued that under section 92 of tho Brit- 
ish North America Act tho provinces 
entered the confederation with all thoir 
powers intact; but what was tho value of 
a legal arguinorit which ignored section 
91 ; If the local legislature had the con- 
trol and direction of tho Supremo Court 
thoy had also the appointing power. Every 
authority quoted pointed to tho inability 
of tho local legislature to pass acts that 
all'eot tho stains of the eourt. There 
was no clause in tho British North Amer- 
ica Act whicii returned to tho province its 
ante-confedoration powers to the manifest 
injustice of the plaintiffs in this case. 

In conclusion the loarnod judge said ho 
was of opinion tliat it was not within tho 
constitutional powor of tho legislature to 
pass tho acts inquo.stioii and that tho rules 
of procedure as wull as tho acts v/orevlira 
cr/ t's and the aiipclluiits had a remedy in 
this court. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Gray tlien proceeded 
to deliver his judgment, eommenoing by 
briefly summarizing tho Thrasher caso 
down to tlio preacnt timo when iho ap- 

Elication to hear tho motion for appeal is 
efore the court. The ehungea effected 



by tho Judicature and other Acta wore 
described and it woa explainod that tho 
Thrasher caso having been decided before 
the Chief Justice horo was carried to the 
Supreme Court of Canada, by whom it 
was sent back to thia province until tho 
last court of resort had been o-xhaustod. 
If the argument of the attorney gener- 
al meant anything it meant that tho Do- 
minion was subordinate to tlio province, 
lie did not propose to discuss tho anto- 
cedoiit history of tho Supremo Court. 
When British Columbia went into con- 
federation sho surrendered her rights for 
a consideration. A section in tho Con- 
stitution Act of thu province put an end 
to all argument upon what took place be- 
fore confederation. That section read as 
follows : 

48. If tho projected Union of this Col- 
ony with tho Dominion of Canada shall 
be carried into effect, this Act shall bo 
construed, after this Colony has boon so 
united as aforesaid, anything hereinbe- 
fore contained to the contrary notwith- 
standing, as being subject to all tho pro- 
visions contained in tlio "British North 
America Act, 1807,'' which may by such 
union becomo a[)plicablo to this Colony, 
and to tho provisions contained in any 
Order of Uor .Majesty in Council for the 
admisaion of this Colony into sach union 
as aforesaid, under the authority of that 
.\ct, and to tlio provisions contained in 
any .Vet of tho Parliament of tho United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
made for tho purpose of oflecting such 
union as aforesaid, or to any other pro- 
visions framed by compptont authority, 
other than already mentioned, for such 
purpose. 

Whoro was the sense of the pro- 
vince coming into court in this 
caso after having passed such a section as 
that just quoted I Authorities were cited 
to show that tho Supreme Courts wore 
not mere lociil courts subject to tho bid- 
ding of local govornmeiita or legislatures. 
They are, in tho langungo of the highoat 
judge of the Dominion, tho Queon'a 
judges. .-V liighor or bettor uutliority 
could not bo had. The local government 
merely provides subordinato oflicura and 
local machinery and it was so iutendod by 
tho Dominion Act in order that tho 
judges might not be under local indu- 
oncos. Tho 99th and 130th aeotiona of 
tho B. N. A. Act distinctly mako the 
judges offioora of tho Dominion. If tlio 
Supreme Court was ii provincial 
court it should bo coiLstitutod, 
inaintained and organized by tho pro- 
viuco. If tho province liavo tho right to 
say tho court shall sit only onco a year it 
might with as much propriety say that it 
shall sit only oncu in fivo years, and thus 
rondoij Dominion legislation nugatory. 
Other aoctions were quoted to show whot 
tho province conveyed to tho Dominion 
when it entered Confederation. Tho 
whole of tho B.N. A. Act had to bolooked 
at to grusp it.s moaning. If tho Dominion 
parliament or tho provincial legislature 
had not the oxcliisive control of tho Su- 
premo Court thuro would be a continual 
clashing of tho Acts of tho two bodies — a 
difficulty never eontomplated by the B.N. 
A. Act. It was clear that tho power was 
vested in tho Dominion Parliuraont. In 
the Supreme Court of British Columbia 
wo have Dominion legislation constitut- 
ing it as a Dominion Court. Then liow 
could a local statute claim it as a provin- 
ciiil court and attempt to frame rules of 
procedure! The local legislature, its 
turn («■(, gave up thopowerof logialationfor 
the guidance of tho Supremo Court. Tho 
rules of procedure framed by this Gov 
eminent provided for tho sitting of 
the Full Court ut Yictcria continu- 
ously or as often as tho public business 
reiiuired. But in tho Act passed in 1881 
ono section confirms the ruli; that the full 
court shall sit continuously or m often as 
the public business rcipiires, and then 
proceeds to limit the .sitting of the court 
to once a year, and a rule subsequently 
niude by the government called the full 
court togother on tho 19th November, 
while they had sat only six months be- 
fore! "First," continued the learned 
judge, "wo were to sit once a year and 
then continuously; and if not incompati- 
ble with our sitting continuously thon we 
wore to sit once a year." (Laughter.) It 
had boon laid down that provincial offi- 
cers were those over whoso salaries tho 
province liad control, and yot wo had tho 
attorney general contending that the 
judges were provincial ollicors. The par- 
simony of tho government in refusing to 
print the judgments of this court was se- 
vorely commented upon. Tho judgment 
in tho Pamphlet c. Irving caso had no 
bearing u[)on tho present case. Tho 
commerce of thu country was af- 
fected by this Act, for what ship- 
owner would Bond his ship into thejo 
waters if ho know that in case of disaster 
ho could bo denied by local legislation a 
hearing for ono year, five years, ten years 
or forever. Ho had come to the conclu- 
sion that the local legislature could not 
legislate so as to control tho mode of pro- 
cedure of the Supreme Court. .\11 acts 
in that direction must bo declared ultra 
viie.i. Tho f Judicial Districts Act which 
proposed to dislocate tho judges and as- 
sign to them residences in certain pre- 
scribed districts was invalid. A local 
legislature cannot confer on tho Domin- 
ion governmont power that the Dominion 
parliament has not given them. 

In conclusion the loarncd judge said 
that the application of Mr. Theo. Davio 
must bo granted and that the rules of pro- 
cedure are null and void. The long, able 
and cloiiucut argument of tho Attorney 
General on the opposite side had only 
strengthened his (Mr. Justice Gray's) 
opinion in this respect. Mr. Justice Gray 
liiially read tho following as tho Judges' 
unanimous 

CDNCLUMIO.V.S : 

1. That thu Suin'Giuo Court is not a pro 
vincial ono within tho inoaiiin;^ of tho 
14th sub 8. of .sec. 92 of the B. N. A. Act 
1867. 

2. That the local legislature hiM no con- 
trol over it.s procedure and cannot legis- 
late 80 as to prevent suitors having acci-aa 
to that Court and having thoir cases 
heard and carried on to final adjudication 
so as to have an appeal to tho Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

3. That tho local legishituro cannot it- 
self mako rules to govern tho procedure 
of the court or delegate tho power to tho 
Lioutenaiit Governor in Council to do ao. 

4. That tho application of tho Judicial 
Districts Act to judjjes appointed and 
holding thoir commissions prior to its en- 
actmont is unconstitutional and void. 

5. That tho judges are Domininn, not 
Provincial officers. 

6. That in .those rospect-8 the Judicial 
Districts Act, tho Bottor .-Vdininiatnition 
of Justice Act, 1878, and tho Local Ad- 
ministration of Justice Acl, c. I, 1880,aro 
ultra ri/e.i. 

7. That tho plainliO' ill tho caso are en- 
titled to have the relief asked for, and tho 
Court ia bound in law to hear his motion 
and iioi iuit him to proceed with hia cause.

John P. Hughes was charged witli 
thre;itening to shoot Joseph Wrigleaworth 
oil tho 3rd inst. on Johnson street. 

Supt. O'Connor informud tho Court 
that the defendant had boon in the lock- 
up for safc-kceping for a week as he wai 
not fit to be at large. At tinucs ho was 
quito wild. A loaded double-barrelled 
gun was taken away from hiiu. 

Joseph Wrigloswortli deposed to tho 
circumstances of the caso which wore that 
ho went to tho cabins] known as Jeffrie's 
rooms on Johnson street to collect ront 
from defendant, wlion ho .laid that ho 
would not pay rent nor would ho leave 
tho cabin; had received threatening lot- 
tors and was quito of tho opinion that do- 
fondant was not sane, and that ho was 
disposed to do w-itnoss bodily harm. 

Several witnesses wcro examined and 
thoir evidence wont to show that on aov- 
eral occasions defendant had been vory 
queer in his manner,' and that Wriglea- 
worth had boon threatonod with roforonce 
to $20, which Hughes imagined had not 
been placed to his crodit as rent. 

The caso was ultimately remanded for 
three days for further medical examina- 
tion. 

OETAIXING MONEY CSDEU 1 ALSK I'UKTTiNCV.S. 

Charles C. Drake was charged with ob- 
taining tho sum of .S30 from W. A. .\t- 
kinson under false pretences. 

After the information had boon sworn 
to tho caso was remanded till Monday for 
tho production of further evidence. 

TUB Cin.NKSK Ml'KIiKn, 

Tho courtroom was again densely iKick- 
od with interested Hpcctators, white n« 
well as Ghtnamou. A liirgo number of 
very respectable looking Chiniiinon occu- 
pied Bcita inside tho bar. 

Rcniandod examination of Wucg Foong 
on the charge of murdoring Un Kow was 
rcaumod by hearing tho evidence of Ah 
Ho, ono of tho Oliinawomon supjioaed to 
havo boon implicated in tho aflair. 

Before she wan sworn Lin Sam wa.s 
called to certify to tho noto (produced) 
sent by the deccasod to hira to Ixirrow i}'2. 
The noto was road by tho interpreter and 
although aj^parently a long one, yot it 
only contained an application for the 
nionay in question and nothing concern- 
ing tho person for whom ho wanted it. 

Ah Ho's evidence in chief did not differ 
materially from what she gave at tho in- 
quest. Tho namea of the four men who 
were present wore again givan as before, 
all except ono were in custody and also tho 
other women. Sorao of Kor answers were 
given vory reluctantly and other quca- | 
tions wore not replied to at all. Event- 
ually sho said that thoro was ono China- 
man in tho passage way besides Un Kow, 
but she did not know or would not toll 
hia name; Wang Foong put tho body out 
of the passage; Un Kow was dead at tho | 
timo; she thon said that u man named Ah I 
Kai was proaont when the body was put I 
out. In reply to tho question as to wliero | 
Wang Foong went to after the body was '. 
put out, witness replied {un it was render- 1 
od into English) that "ho no go out and | 
ho no go in," which created aome morri- I 
mont among tho Chineao present. Wit- i 
noas washed tho iioor with two old raa.i i 
and then throw thorn out under a water I 
pipe in tho backyard; she put some burn- ! 
ing charcoal in an old kettle on tho floor ' 
to dry it; Chat Moifl.v.with witness whon 
tho body was put out; afterwards she 
went back to hor own room adjoining 
that of witness; nho did not soo tho de- 
ccasod, Un Kow, and Chat .M'ui together 
that night. 

In reply to the Court — Did not hear 
any noiso before) sho opened the door 
when tho man fell in; did not hear any 
noise before tliat;,Waiig Foongcanio from 
tho back room where they were playing 
dominoes when tho man foil in; tho lumies 
of the men wore again ropoatod as before, 
being the prisonor,KumSoon,AhKai, Wing 
Chong and Gar Lock; Chat Moi was with 
them. 

Crosa-oxamined by Mr. jMilla— Had not 
boon on friendly terms with Un Kow; Un 
Kow fell in cloao to hor door; sho called 
out and \\aiigl''oong was the firat to como, 
and thon tho others followed; tho throe 
Chinamen passed a very short time before 
Un Kow fell into tho doorway; did not 
know any of thoir names. 

To Supt. O'Connor — Thu other 
Chinamen camo out a very short time af- 
ter Wang Foong. 

Mr. Mills wislied to know if it was tho 
intoiition of tho prosecution to go on 
with tho charges against'Kum .Soon and 
Wing Chong ( Thoy woro very reapoct- 
ablo merchants in a largo way of business 
and had already boon in prison more than 
three days. There were a largo number 
of responsible Chinamen and whites who 
would go bail for their appcai-anco nt any 
time, and he would ask that bail bo ac- 
cepted, as there was nothing wlmtovor 
against them except that thoy woro un- 
fortunately playing dominoes in the 
house. 

Supt. O'Connor did not consider this a 
proper time to ntake such on application. 
The defence should wait and see what 

could bo producod against theao men be- 
fore mentioning bail. 

His Honor decided that the ca^ia must 
go on further before the question of Ixiil 
could bo considered. 

In reply to tho Court tho witness said 
that she had seen tho deceased before that 
night; he was not ono of tho men who 
passed down the street; witnoas rocognix- 
od the rnga producod as tho ones with 
which sho nionpod up the flooi'. 

To Mr. Mills — Un Kow had not been 
to thu houso before that day. 

To (he Supt. — Had been living with 
i;hat Moi for two or three years. 

The other woman, Chat Moi, was thon 
put into tho witness bos. Sho corrobor- 
ated the ovidcnco of tho other women in 
many particulars: such as to the occufKi- 
tions uf those in tho house and their 
names; witness was a droasraakor. 

In cross-oxamination witnoaa said that 
sho had uot soon tho murdered man at all 
that day; sho was frightened whou she 
saw tho man and wont back to her room; 
did not pay any attention lo the time 
tlittl the men camo in.

Uno of tho scvci'est gales tlmt has for a 
long timo visited tho Sound passed over 
that portion of Washington Territory on 
Thursday afternoon. It was particularly 
heavy at Seattle and its vicinity. Several 
coal cars on tho railroad track wcro blown 
off" and part of tho coal wharf was de- 
molished. Capt. Hayward of tho steam- 
ship Idaho before the wind increased to a 
gale on observing that tho aneroid was go- 
ing down with aatoniahing rapidity ro- 
lu.irked to ono of his oflicera that he had 
soon nothing like it anywhere except in 
the region of typlioons and at once pro- 
ceeded to ^et out extra hawsers and take 
every possible precaution to prevent dam- 
age being done to the ship. Still such was 
strain upon tho vessel that tho end of the 
wharf was actually dragged a good deal 
out of plumb by tho force of tho wind. A 
gentleman attempted to go up town while 
tho gale was at its highest and was several 
timea obliged to atop and cling to some 
support to avoid being blown off" his foot 
beforo ho reached his destination.

other meeting,and tlie whole afl'air was 
sifted. It nppearB that the mustard 
plasters were applied to cliildron for 
refrnctory conduct during a period cov- 
ering loss than a month, and no plns- 
tnrs were uvor used after the month of 
November. Children were shown to 
have been beaten with straps, and the 
straps were produced. One of them 
was a thin, round piece of leather 
eighteen inches long, and in diametei- 
less thnu a quarter of an inch. The 
other and more formidable was like a 
skato strap of the old scliool. Boys at 
school twenty years ngo would have 
laugliod at such strajis to scorn as 
methods of punishment. IL was shown 
that children woro punished by being 
compelled to eat alone at the table, and 
in some instances were tied up-stairs 
in the garret, while really b.id children 
wore locked in the coal cellar, a room 
with three windows and well boarded. 
One of the plastered innocents, a girl 
of ten years of ago, said slie had been 
incftrceratod in the cellar for hidinp; a 
key belonging to the house and refus- 
ing to tell where it wa.s. She admitted 
that she knew well that she could have 
got free from tho coal hole if sho told 
where the key was but she would not. 
When asked if slio know where the key 
was she replied "That she had it all the 
timo in her shoe and wouldn't tell." 
Tho matron acknowledgetl tho mustard 
plasters to bo wrong and stated she 
never would use them again. Ono wit- 
ness, Mrs. Childs, remarked that it was 
diilicult to know what to do with chil- 
dren, and that woro tho doings of their 
own households to bo e.xiwsed to pub- 
lic view by tho newepapera in tho same 
manner aa the Hervoy Institute,pcople 
might hold up their hands in horror nt 
worse things than rauatard blisterH.
